The attitude of the league's Ed- 
monton officials changed; they be- 
came dictatorial; they forgot the 
immediate object of their organiza- 
tion, the defeat of the present gov- 
ernment, by interfering in the St 
Albert Constituency. This constitu- 
ency is one where two Liberals were 
candidates at the last election and 
polled a combined vote equal to the 
Social Credit vote. It is elementary 
to state that, if the league's object 
is the defeat of the present govern- 
ment, the first thing it would desire 
in such a constituency would be the 
repair of the break in the Liberal 
ranks. There has not been a straight 
Conservative candidate in St. Albert 
for many years, and there is not at 
the present time an active Conserva- 
tive organization. An effort was 
made to repair the Liberal break 
and, by co-operating with members

“HIGH-HANDED” 

At Saskatoon, Mr. Justice Bigelow had strong 
words of censure for a trust company which 
seized the stock of a merchant, valued at $1000 
to $1800, in satisfaction of a debt of $150, In the 
wind-up, the merchant—a woman, by the way— 
got $225 out of the settlement. That the judge 
thought this a “high-handed piece of business” 
will oecasion no surprise. 

Yet municipalities do that sort of thing right 
along, are empowered by law to do it, and draw 
no censure for doing it. If a house-holder gets 
in arrears with his taxes for three years, the city 
clamps a caveat on his property, and eventually 
obtains a title to it, leaving the owner no re- 
course. If it is an “outrage” for a private firm 
to grab property for so small a fraction of its 
value, there is no moral defence for the com- 
munity being allowed to do so. It is not fair that 
property should be confiscated until the back 
taxes have amounted to something much more 
than twenty or twenty-five per cent of its value. 


PRODUCTION UP: PRICES DOWN 

Thirty-nine new oil companies have been in- 
corporated in Alberta during the last two years. 
Capital invested in production has thereby been 
increased $10,000,000. Twice as much drilling has 
been done this year as in 1935, it is stated. Pro- 
duction is now at the rate of seven million

barrels per year, about twice as much as last | 


year.

MORE “INCIDENTS” 


The explanation department at Tokyo must 
be working overtime these days. The military 
branch, operating in China, is keeping it busy 
framing assurances of official regret for inci- 
dents in which foreigners have been killed or 
injured or have lost property. The idea that 
such incidents should be avoided does not seem 
to weigh very heavily in the calculations of the 
military leaders. 

To Canadians, whatever it is that is going on 
in China does not seem so far away since the 
news came that a British ship was fired on by 
machine-gunners while attempting to evacuate 
a party of Canadian nuns from an island near 
Shanghai. As the Japanese authorities were 
notified beforehand of the ship's arrival, the offi- 
cial regretters will have to do some fancy ex- 
plaining if they do not want the attack to be con- 
strued abroad as having been ordered. 


Near Nanking a gunboat and two other Bri- 
tish ships were struck by bombs dropped by 
Japanese airmen. The despatches do not suggest 
these occurrences were other than accidents, due 
to the crowded conditions of the river and the 
general confusion prevailing. What is suggested 
is that foreigners there have not exerted them- 
selves as they might have done to get out of 
harm's way. They have had plenty of warning 
that the Nanking area would be bomoed, and 
had no reason to doubt the threat would be car- 
ried out. 


In fairness to Japan—and it has enough to 
answer for—it is to be remembered that the 
valley of the Yang Tse is an area where it would 
be exceedingly difficult to carry on war without 
injuring neutrals or damaging neutral property. 
As Britishers and British interests are particu- 
larly numerous there, it is not strange that these 
should suffer more than others in a species of 
warfare where no distinction is being made be- 
tween peaceful villages and military centres, or 
between civilians and armed forces.

STATE CAPITALISM? 

Speaking in Ottawa on Friday night, Pro- 
fessor E. L. Bruce, of Queen's University, told of 
what he saw in Russia during two months spent 
there last summer, said among other things: 

“Russians are encouraged to invest their sav- 
ings in government bonds which pay good in- 
terest, while saving deposits pay interest of six 
percent.” 

Thus the Russian, like the rest of us, is pretty 
much of a capitalist. In the good old-fashioned 
caitalist way his government issues bonds and 
pays interest to a bond-holding class. 

If that is a part of the Marxian creed, then 
we don't know our Marx. Indeed Max Eastman, 
who ought to know his Marx, returned from 
Russia not long ago to write a book on Russia, 
and what the book said was that they didn't have 
Communism in Russia. What they had, he said, 
‘was a sort of hybrid policy which the Russians 
had worked out for themselves, and which had 
as much capitalism in it as Communism. 

One of the evil propensities of the times is 
the habit of bandying about words and terms in 
a loose way and without any attempt to define 
them. Thus we speak of “Fascism” and “Com- 
munism” almost as though they embraced 
everything outside of democracy, and most of 
us would be hard put to define either Commun- 
ism or Fascism—or even democracy. It is a habit 
that hardly helps useful discussion.—Ottawa 
Journal, 


CITIZENSHIP RESPONSIBILITY 
By FRANK J. LOESCH 
President, Chicago Crime Commission 

(From an address to the Chicago con- 
ference of Kiwanis clubs.) 

Moral laws govern the world. Neither in- 
dividuals nor governments can escape their ac- 
tion. Whether they originated amidst the 
thunders of Sinai or were the result of un- 
conscious development of what was right or 
wrong, the world seeks eternally for truth, 
justice, and right. The speed with which world 
moral opinion censures ruthlessness of one na- 
tion against another has been illustrated many 
times in history, frequently in the past genera- 
tion, and is instant now in the feeling throughout 
the world against one Oriental nation for in- 
vading another's territory and making war with- 
out declaring a cause for it. 

The men who in private and public life seek 
to gain their ends by fair dealings and honesty 
between man and man, are the ones who are the 
gainers in life's long run. 

“Corruption wins not more than honesty.” 
The increasing intelligence of the mass of the 
people, its wide reading of the news and com- 
ments of the day in newspapers, periodicals, and 
publications of every character, and its universal 
| listening to radio broadacsts has led to an in- 
| creasing desire by the mass of the people-to learn 

the truth in spite of some popular appearances 

to the contrary. 
| Lincoln lost his election to the United States 
| senate from Illinois because, against the advice 
| of his friends, he made a speech in which he de- 
clared that a house divided against itself could 
not stand; that this country could pot remain 
one-half free and one-half slave; it would be- 
come one or the other. The truth of his statement 
| became self-evident to the public—and while 
! he lost the senatorship, he gained the presidency. 

He had been true to his convictions. 
| People recognize honesty in conduct of office 
| and in public speech by their officials and states- 

men. 

There is an increasing public impatience with 
promises by candidates for office which are for- 

| gotten after election. When the truth is expressed 
by men whose integrity stands for it, they will 
be supported in public office and in business and 
can depend upon the favor of the people. We 
| have had in the past year, local evidence of these 
statesmen in the re-election by heavy majorities, 
| 
| 


of faithful and fearless public officials against 
determined efforts to defeat them. Business men 
are recognizing this as never before in our in- 
dustrial history have the leaders been so frank 
in presenting to the public the details of their 
business with its problems and its promises. It 
is time for our political leaders to be equally 
| $0. 

We have a good example of adhesion to truth 
| and frankness in the career of Thomas E. Dewey, 
who by appointment of the Governor of New 
York as Special District Attorney for New York 
County, for two years past, has exposed the 
criminal racketeering in the City of New York 
and its alliance with corrupt politics. His prose- 
cutions and convictions of vice and business 
racketeers and their imprisonment give evidence 
of his honesty and determination to follow them 
to the end. When he came to run for election as 
District Attorney of New York County he did 
not hesitate to expose by name and numbers the 
alliance between organized crime and corrupt 
politicians in office. That he was elected by a 
handsome majority is evidence that the people 
will not be misled by the criminal elements and 
their political allies when the truth is brought 
home to them. 

The most important inheritances which our 
ancestors, after some hundreds of years of con- 
flict against arbitrary power, have secured to 
us are the freedom of speech and of the press, 
and the Bill of Rights. The days of debate and of 
discussion of fundamental principles of liberty 
are again for the first time in two generations 
being exercised in our midst and for our benefit 
by educators, scientists, publicists, editors and 
statesmen. There are alien elements in our midst 
small in numbers but vociferous, who are seek- 
ing to subvert these liberties. I am a believer in 
open, free and good tempered discussions by any 
persons at any time or place as the best method 
of successfully meeting and overcoming those 
alien elements and of educating our young 
| people in those fundamentals which have made 
| the English speaking people one in thought and 
| great in action. 

Each of us has an influence apart from every 
other man. We can each exercise that where and 
according to our abilities. If 1 have had any 
philosophy in life—and I have had no conscious 
one—but if I have had, it has been to assume the 
duty nearest at hand or to cheerfully accept that 
which may have been thrust upon me to put my 
heart into it and let the results abide the action. 
Dismiss fear and worry as hobgobblins that have 
no place in life. Scarcely any of our fears are 
ever realized and our worries only hinder the 
full use of our facilities.

Your Health

This is being written in response to many 
requests for material on the subject of shingles. 
Shingles refers to an acute disease of the skin 
marked by an eruption which is usually confin- 
ed to one side of the body. The eruption is in 
the form of dense, firm blisters. In addition to 
the blisters, the disease is characterized by pain, 
which may be very severe. 

The medical name for the disorder is Herpes 
Zoster. We get the popular name of “Shingles” 
from the Latin word meaning girdle—this name 
being given to the disease because of the fact 
that the blisters may form around the trunk like 
a girdle. 

The disease may occur in either sex at any 
age but apparently is most common between the 
ages of 8 and 20 years. When occarring in older 
patients, the pain is likely to be more marked 
than is the case in children. It is believed that 
the disorder is most common during the months 
of late fall, winter and spring. 


As a general rule, there is a close connection 
between shingles and enervation; the one having 
shingles usually being the one who has been en- 
ervatedby mental overwork, worry, or excessive 
physical activity. In my practice I have found 
a definite history of nerve waste in nearly every 
case. 


Strangely enough, shingles sometimes occurs 
in epidemic form—for example, one well-known 
epidemic occurred in England. In this particular 
case it was found the epidemic came from the 
drinking of beer containing arsenic. Among the 
drugs, arsenic appears to exert a marked effect 
in causing shingles. 

Shingles is sometimes known to follow injury 
—it has been known to follow a gunshot wound 
or to follow the prickling of the skin with a 
thorn. 

However, in the average case, shingles is the 
result of the presence of toxins or poisons in the 
bloodstream, which toxins have a tendency to 
settle around a certain group of nerves. The 
distinctive difference between shingles and other 
kinds of skin troubles is that the inflammation is 
localized over the course followed by nerves un- 
der the skin. If the toxins were deposited in the 
muscles, the patient might develop rheumatism; 
but apparently because of a susceptibility to 
nervous disorders, the toxins appear to affect the 
nerves and produce shingles. 

Thus, in the case of shingles there are two 
conditions which must be satisfied before the 
disease appears: the first condtion is the pres- 
ence of certain toxins in the bloodstream, which 
are encouraged to form by the abnormal state of 
enervation; and the second condition is that the 
affected nerve or nerves must be especially sen- 
sitive. 

Pain is one of the characteristic symptoms of 
shingles; usually being more marked in adults, 
and less marked in children. It may precede the 
skin rash—in fact, in some cases it has been 
known to appear even weeks before the ckin 
erupts. It has also been known to appear after 
the eruption is gone. 

Sometimes the pain disappears with the rash, 
but it is more likely to remain for some time af- 
terward. The pain tends to become worse at 
night, inducing a great deal of restlessness. Pati- 
ents often compare the pain of shingles with the 
pain of neuralgia, and report that it is burning 
or boring in nature. Some patients describe it as 
giving rise to a feeling similar to that of a red 
hot iron in the flesh.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Ernest B. inquires: “What is 
the difference between arterial hardening and 
arterial hyper-tension, or are they the same 
thing? One doctor told me I had hyper-tension, 
another that I had hardening of the arteries. 
My worst trouble seems to be a sensation of 
tightness and numbness in the head.” 

ANSWER: Arterial hardening refers to what 
is popularly called hardening of the arteries and 
arterial hyper-tension refers to high blood pres- 
sure. They are two different disorders but are 
commonly found in the same patient. The sen- 
Sation of tightness through the head is a fairly 
common symptom in cases similar to yours. 

QUESTION: Mr. F. writes: I have heard that 
eating frogs legs will make one limber. Is there 
any truth in this?” 

ANSWER: Frogs’ legs are a remarkably good 
form of protein which is easily digested and 
nourishing, but I do not believe their use would 
make one limber any more than eating pigeons 
would make one a good aviator. 

QUESTION: Mrs. John T. writes: “You once 
stated that there are two kinds of anemia, prim- 
ary and secondary. Under which heading would 
you place simple anemia?” 

ANSWER: The term simple anemia is often 
used for what could be “more properly called 
secondary anemia, which simply means that the 
anemia is secondary to, and caused by, some 
other disorder.

A Day in Canadian History

Delays are proverbially danger- 
ous: often delay means defeat. It 
was so, certainly, a century ago to- 
day on Yonge street, above Toronto. 
William Lyon Mackenzie, having 
failed in his first essay into the city 
on the 5th, had retired to Montgom- 
ery'h tavern, to rally his force there 
and to await the arrival of rein- 
forcements, including his military 
chief, Colonel Van Egmond, The 
Wednesday was for the rebels prac. 
tically a day of rest and waiting: 
but down in the city how different! 
Bond Head's faith in the loyalty of 
the majority of people was more 
than justified. Militia and would-be 
militia poured in from all sides. 
west, south, east and even some 
from the north, who made their 
way through “rebel country.” It is 
amazing how rapidly, without tele- 
graph, the news spread to Cobourg, 
Burlington, Hamilton, Niagara and 
on to Fort Erie. Within 24 hours 
from Mackenzie's gathering at 
Montgomery's, volunteers were On 
the march to the capital. 

Thursday, Dec, 7, dawned bright 
and clear, no sign of winter, some 
of the swamps as soft as early fall. 
The volunteers gathered on Front 
street, were given their rifles and 
equipment and told to stand by for 
orders, At 11 am., Sir Francis rode 
up, in full uniform, medals on his 
breast, and was greeted with cheers 
Flanked by Colonel Fitzgibbon, the 
hero of Beaver Dam, and young 
Allan MacNab, the parade started 
up north. Was there ever such a 
force in the world? Was there ever 
such a farce? Eight companies of 
infantry, two guns and a squadron 
of cavalry, headed by a brass band, 


| playing martial airs! 


Mackenzie had wanted to attack 
early in the morning, small though 
his force was. Van Egmond, a vet- 
eran of the Napoleonic wars, ad- 
vised strategy and dispatched a 
small force to burn the bridge over

DOROTHY DIX—I have had the luck—for it is the greatest good 

fortune that can come to any child to be reared in a happy home in 
which there was complete understanding, helpfulness and love on the part 
of my mother and father for each other and for us youngsters. We have 
and our motto has been; “We are 
in everything.” When any of ws 
children— we are all grown up now-—are sick or discouraged, Mother and 
Dad are always there to buck up us, and in all times of trouble we lend 
a helping hand to each other. It seems to me that my mother has made 
such a good job of motherhood that I would like to give her rules for 
rearing children, Here they are: 

First. Respect your children and their rights. Children have an’ 
elemental sense of justice and do not resent discipline as long as they 
feel they are getting fair play. 


Second. Don't talk down to your children, no matter what age they 
may be. Even babies resent being talked down to 


Third. If you want something done, choose the right time and then 
ask, don’t demand, that it be done. It pays to be diplomatic with 
children. 


Fourth. Don't ridicule your children even in fun, particularly in front 
of their friends, A child doesn't enjoy being caricatured any more than you 


would 


Fifth. Don’t pose as an oracle and pretend to know everything 
Your children will respect you a great deal more if you admit your 
ignorance and apologize when you are in the wrong. 


Sixth. Develop a sense of humor. Laugh many things off instead 
of making a tragedy of them. You can break a child of a bad habit by 
ridiculing it when you couldn't do it by persuasion or punishment. 


Seventh, Don't bring up past unpleasantness. tf a child does wrong, 
deal with him at the moment and then forget it. None of us like having 


our errors continually thrown In our teeth. 


Eighth. Trust your children and give them credit for at least a little 
intelligence. Don't try to do their thinking for them. Make them use their 
minds and stand on their own feet. The worst thing you can do for a child 
is to baby it. 


Ninth. Remember that experience is a wonderful teacher. We 
learn through our mistakes.

“yes” and 


Tenth. Never avoid the issue. 
to the best of your ability on the spot, and explain to the child 
decide as you do, and let your decision be final. When you say 


“no,” stick to them. 


Eleventh. Give children love and companionship. Make friends of 
them and encourage them to talk freely to you, but don’t try to monopolize 
them. Let them have plenty of outeide ascociations. Children learn more 
from each other than they do from grown-ups. 

Twelfth. When a child has done a thing well, praise him for it, The 
desire for approbation is the beginning of ambition. If a child fails, don't 
nag him for it, but show him where he made his mistakes. And, above 
all, make him feel that you expect him to do better. These are my 
mother's rules for rearing children and I hope that they may be as helpful 
to other youngsters as they were to Us. MS.J,

LONDON, Dec. 7.—The course 

of the last six months of the 

Spanish civil war has convinced 
the Insurgents their victory over 
the Republican government is but 
@ matter of time. 

Germany and Italy have supplied 
open: aid; most of Spain's raw 
materials have fallen into Insurgent 
hands; General Francisco “Franco 
has in place 250,000 men for the 
northeastern drive he hopes will 
end the war. 

Half a year ago the issue stil] hung 
in the balance. The insurgents were 
staggered by the overwhelming de- 
feat of the Italian legions at Gua- 
daljara in March, just as Madrid 
seemed at Franco's mercy; the gov- 
ernment seemed impregnable in the 
northern provinces of Vizcaya, San- 
tander and Asturias with their 
treasures of coal, iron, copper and 
tin—raw materials of war. 


NOT OPENLY JOINED 


Germany and Italy had not open- | 
ly joined the insurgent movement. 
the bid of monarchists, army lead- 
ers, church parties, aristocrats and 
fascist-minded falangists to over- 
throw a democratic government 
with radical leanings. International 
incidents threatened foreign inter- 
vention to restore conditions as | 
prior to outbreak of the revolt od 
midsummer of 1936. 


Today the attitude of Great 
Britain and France toward 
Franco has apparently softened, 
and Russian interest has been 
diverted by the advance of 
Japan in the far east. All mystery 
about Italian and German aid for 
Franco has disappeared. Germany 
sent planes, aviators, technicians, 
guns and munitions. Italy sent 
even greater quantities of these 
and some 50,000 troops. 

Franco's armies have swept the 
north and today control all the raw 
materials of Spain except the 
southern mercury mines. The gen- 
eral rules two-thirds of Spanish 
territory, including Mallorca and 
Spanish Morocco, and more than 
14,000,000 of the country's 23,000,000 
population.
